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PREFACE 


This list is intended primarily to serve as a buying guide for 
librarians or teachers who are faced with the problem of estab- 
lishing a new high school library. It differs from the Reading 
Lists, Senior and Intermediate, in that it includes a selection of 
reference books suitable for school purposes as well as standard 
work of English literature. A more extensive list, a Basic Book 
Collection for the Secondary Schools of Ontario, is in prepara- 
tion for publication in 1959, but this shorter list will serve in the 
meantime. 


Factual reference books are listed in the first section. Books 
for background reading and general reading are included in the 
remainder of the list. Some titles from the Senior Division 
Reading List (Circular S4A, 1957) and the Intermediate 
Division Reading List (Curriculum 1:4, 1957) are included. 
These lists should be consulted for additional titles of books for 
general reading. 


The Dewey Decimal classification number has been given 
for non-fiction. Books marked with an asterisk are highly recom- 
mended. The letters s, j, and t are used to denote senior, junior, 
and technical categories. It has been the policy as far as 
possible to list the Canadian publisher or the Canadian repre- 
sentative of publishers outside Canada. In a few cases it may 
be necessary to order directly from the publisher abroad.
